SEND BULK TO BRITAIN 


Germany also may be expected to} 
resume heavy bombing of British 
cities when the weather no longer |

heavily under raids by R.A.F. heavy 
bombers. 

Some planes will be sent to

ish attacks. 


The Allies at present are believed 
to be suffering less than five per 
cent losses in their raids, and Ger- 
many can be expected to use the 
increased numbers of returning 
fighter planes to drive that ration 
upwards and over the 10 per cent 
mark which is regarded as crippling 
to a bomber force.

Germany has forced the R.A.F. to 
taper off or even stop its raids 
on the Reich and occupied terri- 
tories; but when Allied losses go 
over the 10 per cent mark, it may | 
be expected to begin. 


NEED NIGHT FIGHTERS 


At that point, the need for great 
numbers of fighter-plane reinforce- 
ments from the United States will 
be urgent in Britain. Night fighters 
are a major part of the answer tf) 
aerial bombing raids calculated to 
“saturate” ground defenses of anti-| 
aircrait guns, searchlights and bar- 
rage balloons. 


Another reason for expecting 
Germany to strengthen her air 
forces in the west may be seen 
in the earnestness with which 
the Nazis appsrentiy regard the 
question of a second front. They 
realize fully that superior air 
power is their most potent answer 
to a second front, for none could 
be established by the Allies with- 
out full contro! of the air. 


The Germans will send planes 
from the Russian front as soon as 
weather permits them to be spared, 
without regard for the military 
situation, for when the Germans no | 
longer can use their planes, neither 
can their enemies. 

Britain is alert to the possibilities 
and while the German air force is 
still engaged in Russia, is bombing 
Germany with as large a number 
of planes as it can muster. When 
its losses begin to mount it will 
know the time has come to con- 
centrate its fighters in Britain and 
prepare to take a similar toll of 
the German attackers.

Resignation of 
Mitchell Asked

OTTAWA, Sept. 17—(CP)—The 
annual convention of the Cana- 
dian Congress of Labor late yes- 
terday asked its resolution com- 
mitiee to give further considera- 
tion to a resolution calling for 
the resignation of Labor Minister 
Mitchell.

Main resolution passed called for 
introduction of compulsory collec- 
tive bargaining legislation and out- 
lawing of company unions on lines 
similar to those in effect in the 
United States under 
Act 
BEING CONSIDERED 

Legislation to make collective 
bargaining between employers and 
employees compulsory is being con- 
sidered by both the Dominion and 
the Ontario governments. 

In another resolution the conven- 
tion instructed its executive again 
to approach the Trades and Labor 
Congress of Canada and the Na- 
tional Catholic Syndicate with a 
view to joint action on all issues 
confronting the Canadian Labor

a rally meeting here later in the 
week. 

He said the C.C.F. party stood for 
a total prosecution of the war effort 
—the conscrintion of manpower, 
resources and wealth—and only 
through the C.C.F. party could that 
totel war effort come. 

The workers of Canada must 
win this war, and win it they will, 
he added. Defeat means the end 
of labor rights and the dictator- 
sip of the totalitarian powers.

NOTIONALIZE BANKING

WAR SHOWS NEED 


The war has brought home to the 
Canadian worker the shortcomings 
of our democracy as it effects our 
economic life. The war has shown 
to the trade unionist how import- 
ant a matter for him is the ques- 
tion of politics. 

He has seen big business, who al- 
ways has been farsighted enougn 


in his own interest to be close to} 
the head political leaders, put in| 


charge of war production—yes, in 
charge of the country’s whole ecoa- 
omy. The labor unionist is begin 
ning to notice that the place accord- 


ed Labor in Canada in the conduct} 


of the war is greatly different from 
that accorded Labor in Great Bri- 
tain, Australia and New Zealand 
where Labor has been politically 
organized for many years. 


Things are, however, changing 


rapidly in Canada. Labor is, polit-| 


ically, on the march, The C.C.F. is 
being progressively accepted as 
Labor's own political party. Its pro- 
gram and policies are identical with 
that of the Labor parties in the 
other parts of the Commonwealth 
The old parties are also recognizing 
this pertinent fact. Labor has for

The very na- 
ture of this conflict makes it a 
people's war. This war did not begin 
in September, 1939. As far as Hitler 
and his Nazis are concerned it has 
heen going on for a long time. It 
began with an attack on the work- 
ing class of Germany. 


DESTROYED UNIONS 


Hitler’s first act of aggression 
was the destruction of the German 
trade unions and their political 
party, the Social Democrats. It was 
this that blinded the ruling classes 
of the world to the menace ot 
Nazism. 

Labor realizes the implications of 
loosing the war and it has tried its 
best to co-operate with the gov- 
ernment and with the employers 
Unfortunately, neither the govern- 
ment nor many employers will ac- 
cept Labor as a partner. 

They insist in keeping Labor 
“in its place” as a servant. That is 
not good enough for 1942, and if 
persisted in it may loose us the 
war. The war must be won, but 
the only logical reason for win 
ning the war is that we may also 
win the peace. We want to win the 

peace in order to put an end to 
all war and also to put an end 
to hunger in the midst of plenty 
which is one of the causes of war. 


Mr. Roper said it was significant 
candidates were talking 
about the C.C.F. Labor platform. 
They claim that platform for their 
own, he said. and in the next breath 
tell people that the measures pro- 
posed cannot be done. 


OBJECT OF ATTACK 


He said when a political party be- 
comes the object of attack by news- 
papers and politicians it is an al 
most certain sign that it is the party 
that is receiving the suppert of the 
common people. Surveys conducted 
in Canada have shown that the 
C.C.F, party in Canada has increas. 
ed its support by 110 per cent, while 
support of the King government has 
dropped off by 30 per cent.

Mr. Roper claimed that news- 
papers throughout Canada had 
tried to misrepresent the C.CF.

When, in a city the size*uf Edmonton, 
no person is killed on the streets for 100 
successive days this is regarded as an ex- 
ceptional circumstance—and it is. Monday 
of this week completed one such exemp- 
tion period in this city. Congratulations 
are accordingly due to motorists, pedes- 
trians and the police for the observance of 
traffic regulations which made the immu- 
nity possible. 

It may be that fewer cars are now in 
use in the city than before the gasoline 
and rubber restrictions were imposed, but 
the down-town traffic does not suggest so. 
And never before were there so many 
people afoot on the streets. That the ac- 
cident liability has gone down does _ not 
seem probable. More likely explanations 
are that drivers are on the average show- 
ing greater caution because of the crowd- 
ed conditions, and that pedestrians have 
ceased to jay-walk. 

It is too much to suppose that the 
streets of a modern city can be indefinite- 
ly free from fatal accidents. But, outside 
carelessness and wilful disobedience to 
law, there is no reason why such occur- 
ences should not be few.and far between. 

A general respect for the safety and 
the rights of other people can do more to 
make streets safe than any kind of regu- 
lations and any amount of police vigilance.

Put It Up To Them 


Ald. Ainlay is not giving the council 
any chance to forget the subject of inter- 
est rates on city debentures. He has a 
notice of motion before council which 
would instruct the commissioners to con- 
tact any parties having authority to speak 
for debenture-holders, with a view to se- 
curing a negotiated reduction in rates. 
This is the logical first step in the attempt 
to gain a downward revision. 

The importance of the matter hardly 
needs explanation or emphasis. Taxes in 
Edmonton are too high. They cannot be 
reduced in any substantial way except 
by reducing the fixed charges on the 
city’s debt. Improvements of many kinds 
must be postponed because these would 
involve an increase in taxation. The rates 
which the city is paying are out of line 
with the present rental value of money. 
The security of the - debenture-holders 
would be strengthened if needed street 
and other improvements could be carried 
out and the value of property thereby in- 
creased. 

These simple facts make up a strong 
case for lower interest rates, on grounds 
of fairness, and to the indirect benefit of 
the bond-holders themselves. But the city 
has no way of forcing a reduction. This 
can only be sought by negotiation. 

It may be sanguine to suppose the de- 
benture-holders will voluntarily forego a 
part of the interest they are legally en- 
titled to collect. But they can be asked 
to do so, and can do no worse tlian refuse. 
To not ask them would be to assume that 
they are not concerned in the welfare of 
the city, but only in how much money the 
law enables them to extract from the 
pockets of the taxpayers. If such is the 
case it will do no harm to make them say 
So.

In the Pacific 


General Hata, Japanese commander-- 
in-chief in China, hints that the war in 
eastern Asia is “about to take an import- 
ant step in co-operation with the Euro- 
pean war.” This is a non-committal way 
of saying that Japan is about to stab Rus- 
sia in the back or launch an attack upon 
India, 

The General may have intended his 
nebulous prediction as an explanation of 
why his forces in China are on the re- 
treat. But that he is speaking by the book 
of Tokyo's war plans is not to be doubted. 
Siberia and India were both marked down 
as fields for conquest. Whether these 
plans are still intact, and about to be 
translated into immediate action, may be 
wondered. 

Things have not been going too well 
with the schemes of Tojo and his associ- 
ates of late. Quite plainly they under-esti- 
mated the rapidity with which the United 
States could develop its Pacific forces to 
offensive proportions, and expand produc- 
tion to meet the new demand without cut- 
ting down supplies moving to Europe. 

The attempt to invade Australia blew 
up in the Coral Sea. The armada sent to 
capture the Hawaiian Islands and estab- 
lish a base there from which attacks could 
be launched on this continent was shat- 
tered at Midway. The spectacular land- 
ings in the Aleutians have resulted in 
nothing except the loss of a score of Jap- 
anese transports and warships, and the 
prospect is that Tokyo can write off these 
outpost garrisons as a total loss. 

Of particular significance, six of 
Japan’s airplane carriers have been sent 
to the bottom. Ships of this class are 
vital to the successful defence of the score 
of bases Japan has seized in the South 
Pacific, thousands of miles from home 
ports and airfields, Eight carriers remain 
afloat, some of them small, but the miss- 
ing six were needed. 

As matters now stand, the Japanese 
rush is stalled in New Guinea and 
Burma, they are on the defensive in the 
Solomons, and are being ousted from Chi- 
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nese territory which they seized 
few months ago. 
This does not mean that Japan has 
| been beaten, nor even that the fighting 
| has turned definitely in favor of the Allies, 
But it can hardly fail to suggest to Tokyo 
that to take on war with Russia or an in- 
vasion of India would be an ambitious 
undertaking when enemy planes have con- 
| trol.of the air over its far-flung southern 
bases and enemy troops are island-hopping 
toward its long lines of communication, 
The Mikado’s soldiers do not always 
fight to death, as widely supposed. In the 
| Solomons, 450 of them _ surrendered, 
though they said afterward they expected 
their captors would kill them. That belief, 
circulated by the war-leaders, probably 
accounts for the Jap soldier's alleged pre- 
ference to die for-the Emperor rather 
than surrender for himself. Once the rank 
and file find out that capture involves 
nothing worse thar full rations and a com- 
fortable place to sleep, the fight-to-the- 
death tradition may suffer a slump. 
President Roosevelt has warned that 
unless people in the United States turn in 
| scrap metal more freely the authorities 
will start a search for the material and 
take it where they find it. For Canadians 
the point is that metal is no more urgent- 
ly required in the United States than it is 
in Canada, for the munitions-production 
systems are linked together, and exchange 
supplies as needed. If compulsion has 
to be applied south of the boundary, it 
may be expected here also.

Review of War Shows Canada Has Done Great Things 


Transition From Peace To 
War Accomplished In 


Record Time 


By GRANT DEXTER 

Three years ago last week, Can- 
ada declared war. 

No nation could have been less 
ready for war than we were in Sep- 
tember 1939. We had never made 
a gun or a tank. We were without 
experience in modern war with its 
infinite complexities. Our army 
wasn't worth mentioning. Our air 
force had been all but disbanded 
in the depression. Our navy com- 
prised a dozen ships and a few 
hundred officers and ratings, There 
were not enough modern weapons 
in the country to equip a platoon. 
Aircraft that weree not obsolete 


one hand. 

Three years have passed; years 
which, no doubt, are mere arbi- 
trary division points in an epic 
struggle. This much, however, is 
true. No generation of Canadians 
ever faced so great a challenge or 
responded so magnificently. Noth- 


ing in our past approaches the 
achievements of these years. 
No one in 1939, in 1940 or in 


1941 could or did foresee the fu- 
ture. No one, as the record proves, 
believed we could do what we have 
done. Indeed, our war power 
today is so great and so complex 
that few realize its sweep. 

Because they are cold and imper- 
sonal, facts cann@ really tell the 
story. Nevertheless, here 
few of them. 


Defence Costs 


In terms of dollars, we had been 
spending about $14 millions per 
year on defence. In the first year 
of the war the outgo rose to $229 
millions;; in the second to $1,016 
millions, In the third year, up to 
July 31, the outlay was 1,609 mil- 
lions on our war account. And 
there will be another $200 millions 
for August—say $1,800 millions in 
all. 

The months’ tell the same story, 
possibly more impressively. In 
that first September of war, the 
cost was $3,864,000. The second war 
September cost $46.676,000. In Sep- 
tember 1941 the cost was $90,501,000.

The monthly outgo 
both in March and May of this 
year exceeded $200 millions and 
costs are still rising swiftly. 


And that is only our own war 
effort. We are, in addition, a sup- 
plier of war material to our Allies 
—chiefly to Britain. In the first 
two years of war we were paid by 
Britain through the extinguishing 
of Canadian debt held there. But 
there was not enough of this debt 
to meet the torrent of our aid, so 
last spring we passed a law mak- 
ing a free gift of $1,000 millions to 
Britain. In April $80 millions went 
forward; in May $140 millions; in 
| June $216 milllons; in July $112 
millions, The billion dollar gift was 
more than half exhausted in four 
months and the outflow is rising. 
It will be nearer $2 billions before 
the fiscal year ends. 


Britain’s Account 

On Britain’s account, add an- 
other $700 millions to the war cost 
in this third year of the struggle. 
The upward leap is really from 
$1,016 in the second year to about 
$2,500 millions in the third. And 
remember that in this» single year 


we did in the whole of the 1914-20 
war period, plus our production of 
shells for which Britain had to 
pay hard cash.

The grand total is much 
greater than in July 1917, the com- 
parable point is 1914-18, And re- 
cruiting is still very good, which 
was not the case at the end of the 
third year of last war, By Decem- 
ber we will have surpassed the 
record in military manpower of 
World War I, although the last war 
was largely an infantry war. 

In 1914-18 we never had more 
than 275,000 in war industry. Al- 
ready we have three times as 
many inwar plants and the total 
continues to increase, 

Take taxation, In the last war we 
inflated the cost of the war, mak- 
ing the crash of 1921 inevitable. 
Ten cents in the dollar was the 
limit of our taxation for war. 

Tax revenues in ‘1938-39 were 
$413 millions; in 1939-40 $541 mil- 
lions; in 1940-41 $859 millions; in 
1941-42 $1,463 millions; in the cur- 
rent fiscal year the total will ex- 
ceed $2,000 millions. The average 
citizen, married but without de- 
pendents, earning $2,000 per year, 
paid no income tax before the war. 
In 1940 he paid $75; in 1941 $175. 
In 1942 the government will take 
$431 from him, less insurance and 
mortgage payment deductions. If 
there are no deductions, $200 of| 
his total payment will be compul- 
sory savings, earning 2 per. cent. 
We pay taxes nearly 30 cents out

Inflation 

Inflation, so far, has been 
avoided. Taxation has helped but 
the common people have shown 
real capacity to sacrifice. When 
war came in August, 1914, the cost 
of living index was 102. Three 
years later it was 134.4 and it was 
rising from 1 to 2 points per month. 
The great bubble was swelling and 
would reach the explosion point 
at 198 in post war years. 

In September 1939, the cost of 
living index was 100 and it had 
risen to 115 when the price ceil- 
ing was imposed in October 1941. 
Today it is 117 and it declined a 
fraction of a point in July, 

The buying power of our dollar 
}is being maintained. The 1914 dol- 
lar was worth about 50 cents in 
1920 in terms of what it would buy.

Man Power 


Ottawa used to talk of man and 
woman power available for work 
and battle as just over two mil- 
lions.

Speaking in the House of Com- 
mons on Noy. 20, 1940, Mr. Howe 
said: “The next eight months will 
witness a rapid expansion of em- 
ployment.... At the end of that 
period, Canada should be produc- 
ing the practical maximum of war 
materials of which Canada is ca- 
pable.” 

That would be July 1941. But 
production has doubled since then. 
The people knew better than Mr. 
Howe. 

After the budget of 1941, Mr. Il- 
sley said publicly that the limit of 
taxation had been reached.

On a realistic view, it may be 
true as some experts contend, that 
we are now over-extended in every 
phase of war activity. But expan- 
sion is still the order of the day, 


And there were those who said 
that without casualties, Canadians 
could not be expected to do their 
utmost. Including Dieppe and Hong 
Kong, our casualties do not ex- 
ceed 7,000, of whotn many are 
prisoners of war. By July, 1917, our 
causualties were 102,159. In the 
month of October, 1916, on the 
Somme, our casualties were 14,174, 
more than double our losses in 
the first 36 months of this war, 
This has been a strange war for 
Canada, but lack of casualties 
seems not to have blunted the 
common will for victory. 

This is a day for stock-taking. On 
the record, the people of this coun- 
try have done well. There have 
been mistakes in plenty, delays, 
vexations without end. But the 
achievement cannot be gainsaid.

CANADIAN ARMY 

OTTAWA, Sept. 17.—(CP)—Na- 
tional Defence headquarters last 
night listed eight members of the 
Canadian (Active) Army as miss- 
ing and one previously reported 
wounded as missing. 

The Army’s 155th casualty list 
of the war contained 20 names 

Four were listed as died, one 
wounded, three dangerously ill and 
three seriously ill. 

There was no indication from 
National Defence headquarters as 
to whether any or all of the casual- 
ties resulted from the Battle of 
Dieppe last August, But it was pre- 
sumed that some of those listed

On many occasions, both from 
the platform and by radio, | have 
indicated that in my _ opinion, 
even in wartime, an election is a 


proceeding worthy of a  de- 
mocracy’s attention, that the 
maintenance of interest in po- 


litical and economic affairs may 
well accompany complete devo- 
tion to direct war endeavor—that 
the two need not, and in my view 
do not. clash, 


I emphasized too the fact/ that 
this struggle in which an entire 
world is now endangered has 


shown under a bright and painful 
jlight one of the weaknesses in the 
|democratic or parliamentary system 
—that weakness is the fact that the 
| democracy is not so effective in the 
prosecution of a war as the total- 
itarian or dictator state has turned 
out to be. The reason is obvious. A 
| democracy funtions and justifies 
itself upon the assumption that 
|peace is the normal condition of 
{humanity and that war is an ex- 
|ceptional phenomenon, whereas the 
dictatorship has accustomed its 
people to tolerate the thought that 
the highest and noblest purpose at 
which the state can aim is the mak- 
ing and waging of successful war. 


IMITATE DICTATORS 
The democracies therefore have 
been forced to imitate to some ex- 


tent the dictatorships: one of our 
immediate fears is that the longer 
this war lasts the more dangerous 
becomes the possibility that the 
forms and essence of the Fascist 
state may attach themselves to our 
democracy, thereby in part robbing 
us of one of the objectives which 
|we had when this war first broke. 
In all of my public appearances 
I have emphasized—and I believe 
with justice, having in mind my 
past associations with this party— 
that fact that I am a radical or 
progressive Liberal. I think I can 
fairly say that my outlook has al-| 
ways been progressive never re-| 
actionary, that my belief has always | 
been that every sound government 
must seek to improve the material 
conditions of existence for the} 
greatest number of citizens and to 
}establish as much equality among 
}men as is possible, 
| If I were asked to sum up in brief 
what I believe to be the essence of 
the Liberal attitude and the Liberal 
j}approach, I would do it in this 
|fashion. The system of government 
that we know as a political de- 
| mocracy is basically a balance be- 
|tween freedom and order, It is cer- 
tainly not all freedom: and un- 
|doubtedly a democracy is capable 
|of discipline, capable of imposing 
heavy obligations on its members, 
| and capable on occasions of coerc- 
| ing its minorities.

working balance between those 
forces of freedom and order. If 
freedom is over-emphasized the 
result is that free private enter- 
prise is carried on without re- 
straint, resulting in the produc- 
tion of great masses of under- 
privileged—the State itself rides 
from booms to slumps. If there is 
too much order, discipline and 
control, then a vast bureaucracy 
or permanent civil service results 
and men’s inventive genius and 
enterprising spirit is killed. 

In the post-war world to which I 
look forward there will be a bal- 
ance between freedom and order 
in the state. There will be order and 
control in thos spheres of activity 
dealing with the essentials of life: 
every citizen must have them—a 
sound minimum standard of food, 
clothing, shelter and fuel—full and 
equal opportunities of education, to- 
gether with the leisure and the 
facilities for enjoying it. He must 
be secured against the risks of un- 
employment, ill health, and old age. 
The presence of children in the 
family must not bring with it misery 
for the parents, deprivation for the 
children, and poverty for all. All 
these things are the right of an in- | 
dividual as a citizen. Towards the 
securing in full of these rights we 
have moved in Canada under a Lib- 
eral regime and we are continuing 
to move. As a recent example I} 
would cite the Health Insurance 
Act, under consideration during the 
last couple of years, and nearing the 
stage when it may be introduced 
into the House of Commons at Ot- 
tawa, 


ALLOW PROFITS 
In these spheres of activity, how- | 
ever, not having to do with guar- | 
antee of the essentials of life to all | 
our citizenry, the profit motive and 
the proper use of private capital 
may safely be allowed. The allow- 
ance of profits does not mean the | 
allowance of profiteers. This war 
has taught us that the activities of 
private capital may be properly 
regulated and controlled so that al-

Arbitrary Standards Dangerous | 


It is imperative that staggering 
blows be struck at the German 
enemy while he is most preoccu- 


pied and least able to meet them, 
but it is important 
be aimed shrewdly. The time and 
the manner of assaulting the Ger- 
man-dominated continent of Eur- 
ope, and the decision whether to 
synchronize such an attack with 
other operations, perhaps in West 
Africa, are matters calling for the 
best judgment 

But there is such a thing as over- 
calculation. The weather is an im 
portant factor, but the weather can 
not be predicted far in advance 
and relied upon, nor can the reac- 
tions of the enemys War is full 
of risks and chances, and the good 
general takes all known and reli- 
able factors into account, makes 
provision for using those which 
favor him, arranges to parry those 
which obstruct him, and for the 
rest he relies upon his own skill at 
improvisation and that of his field 
commanders | 

Arbitrary standards are more 
dangerous than the enemy. People 
who think that we are producing 
enough because we are producing 
up to some theoretical limit, staff 
officers who refuse to embark on 
an overation for lack of some weap- 
ons, equipment or men required by | 
the current vogue in defining the 
proper establishment of a military 
unit—both these are obstruction- 
1stS 

The only measures of perform 
ance are need and ability. The need 
is infinite. and the ability is still 
far from strained, Those, therefore, 
who ask us to be proud of and 
satisfied with our war effort be- 
cause production is so many hun- 
dred per cent above peacetime out- 
put, or twice as big as it was in the | 
last war. are merely inviting a dis- 
astrous complacency | 

Have we done enough to beat the 
Germans in the next year, and} 
could we do more? The answers | 
to these questions are the true} 
measure of our performance, and 
we have no ground for self-con- 
gratulation until the first can be 
answered by “Yes, ‘and the second | 
by “No.” 
FACTORS DECIDING ATTACK 

In considering the advisability of 
attacking the enemy, the question Is 
not whether our forces are ideally | 
equipped or whether trained forces 
are available for all the units we 
have created. The need to attack is 


the impressive factor, It is quite 
conceivable that we have created 
too many units. The problem is 


only how to organize the available 
force without relation to any pre- 
conceived notion of military struc- | 
ture so that it can be hurled against 
the enemy with the least possible 
delay 

If the force Itself is adequate to 
engage the enemy on equal terms 
without inviting disaster; if the} 
weight of the gun and bomb salvos 
we are capable of throwing at the | 
enemy is sufficient to smash his de- 
fenses and give reasonable protec- | 
tion to our troops;.if the means of | 
transport at present available, in- | 
cluding aircraft, assault craft, ships, 
barges, even launches, rowboats | 
and canoes, is sufficient to move 
the necessary force then the de-| 
cision to attack must be made. | 
Failure to attack under such cir- | 
cumstances is 


an admission of in- 
ability to organize all the essential 
factors into a co-ordinated and feas- 
ible plan 

Of all the times available for the 


attack, the earliest favorable mo- 
ment should be chosen. In other 
words, if wet weather ashore and 


fog over the Channel and the North 
Sea will both impede the enemy 
and screen the crossing it is well] 
to defer the attack until those fac- 
are likely to make their ap- 
pearance. But the operation can- 
not be delayed until the water is| 
so rough that small craft cannot | 
be operated. 


It should be needless to point out

The enemy may operate 
with thousands of small bodies 
widely dispersed, infiltrating as} 
tourists or punch holes by the use 
of massive and concentrated 
strength as the occasion requires, 


CUNNING OVERCOMES ARMOR, 


The storming of a mighty fortress 
is not for him a question of massing | 
shattering strength, but of training 
a special party of trained experts 
in demolition and doing by cunning 
and stealth what could not have 
been accomplished by might. A 
fortress is made to withstand might, 
but its designers never considered 
the possibility of its being assault- 
ed by half a hundred footpads with 
the instincts, training and equip- | 
ment of safecrackers, 

An invasion of Europe is just 
another problem for which there is 
no orthodox solution but which is
